The accident was due to a faulty 
cylinder in the motor.

KMetate Largest in Bengal. 
The Tagore family estates are the 
largest in Bengal. The poet’s grand- 
father, Dwarakanath Tagore, was the 
founder of the Landholders’ Society. 
The poet’s father, a spiritual and inte: 
lectual leader of Bengal, refused ‘a high 
civic title and took instead the title of 
Maharsi, which means Great Sage. 
Under the wise instructions of the Ma- 
harsi, Rabindranath, who was born in 
1860, grew up in a way that developed 
his mystic and poetic nature. 
He early gave promise of intellectual 
qualities which his father was quick 
to see and foster. The boy was sent 
to school, but despite an aptness for 
learning above his fellows he preferred 
to wander through the flelds and woods. 
He would lie for hours watching clouds 
floating overhead, or would run home 
exclaiming over the beauty of a bird. 
When he was 11 his father sent the 
boy to the Himalayas, that their 
grandeur might stimulate. his soul. He 
left the school of books and traveled 
far, reading all the time, however, the 
great classics of his country, studying 
English and dreaming. He went to Eu- 
rope when he was 17 and in England 
perfected himself * the language of 
that country. 
When sagore returned to Bengal ne 
commenced writing the poems which 
were to win for him the literary prize 
of the world. His early poems were 
colored by his yvuthful thoughts of ro- 
mance and love, and by their sensuous 
beauty alarmed the conservative Hin- 
(Aus, who feared that he would corrupt 
the youth of India. 

Sengs Take Spiritual Tone. 
But as he grew older his songs took 
on a more spiritual ton. that deepened 
until they were such that William B. 
Yeats wrote of them: “In all his poems 


there ies one single theme, the love of 


God. When I tried to find anything 
Western which might compare with the 
works of Mr. Tagore, I thought of the 
‘Imitation ef Christ,’ by Thomas a 
Kempis.“ 

Tagore did not shut himself out ot 
the world as the spiritual side of his 
nature expanded. The beauty of. the 
world which had enraptured the boy was 
a.sign to the man of the presence of 
God. He sought Him 1 the everyday 
laftaire of life and sang:
